WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Sen- 
ate-House conferees  Wednesday 
knocked  out  a Senate-approved 
provision  of  the  farm  bill  which 
opponents  contended  would  low- 
er cotton  prices  and  supports 
from  five  to  ten  dollars  a bale 
or  more. 

Sen.  Holland,  D-Fla.,  one  of 
10  Congress  members  attempt- 
ing to  compromise  different 
farm  measures  passed  by  the 
two  branches,  earlier  had  pre- 
dicted the  “death  knell”  may 
have  sounded  already  for  any 
farm  legislation  at  this  session. 

Sen.  Ellender,  D-La.,  said  the 
conferees  knocked  out  a contro- 
versial provision  that  would 
have  revised  the  present  sys- 
tem of  basing  cotton  prices  and 
supports  upon  seven-eighth  inch 
middling  cotton  to  the  average 
or  longer  staple  of  the  crop. 

Sen.  Eastland,  D-Miss.,  and 
other  advocates  of  the  change 
said  it  would  help  U.  S.  cotton 
to  compete  better  in  world  mar- 
I kets.

Student  Sailors 
In  River  Rescue

Two  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity students  rescued  their  res- 
cuers as  the  climax  of  a boat 
ride  on  wind-tossed  Utah  Lake. 

Craig  Rollins,  Dundee,  111., 
and  Hal  Jensen,  Lethbridge, 
Alta.,  Canada,  went  out  onto  the 
lake  in  a rowboat  Tuesday  af- 
ternoon. Winds  ranging  up  to 
30  miles  per  hour  whipped  up 
three  to  four-foot  waves. 

Sheriff  Theron  S.  Hall  sent  a 
rescue  boat,  piloted  by  Bert 
Gardner,  onto  the  lake.  The 
rescue  craft  found  the  students’ 
boat  and  towed  it  back  toward 
shore. 

When  the  two  craft  were  with- 
in about  two  blocks  of  the  Provo 
River  channel  the  power  boat 
quit.  So  Rollins  and  ^Jensen 
picked  up  their  oars  and — tow- 
ing the  motor  boat — rowed  to 
shore. 


Tax  Evasion  Issue 
Of  Commie  Party 
‘Like  Any  Other’ 


WASHINGTON  (AP)— Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue 
Russell  C.  Harrington  said  Wed- 
nesday the  national  tax  crack- 
down on  the  Communist  party 
and  its  newspaper  “is  being 
handled  precisely  as  any  other 
similar  taxpayer  matter  would 
be  handled.” 


Harrington  made  the  state- 
ment after  conferring  here  with 
Donald  R.  Maysey,  the  New 
York  regional  tax  chief,  who, 
according  to  informed  officials, 
organized  and  carried  out  the 
padlocking  of  a number  of  party 
headquarters  and  the  New 
York  plant  of  the  newspaper 
Daily  Worker  without  previous 
coordination  with  Washington. 
The  properties  were  seized  to 
satisfy  federal  tax  claims. 


Harrington  said  in  his  brief 
official  statement,  which  he  re- 
fused to  elaborate,  that  Maysey 
“came  down  from  New  York 
this  morning  to  fill  me  in  on  the 
details  on  the  seizures  of  Com- 
munist properties  in  several 
cities,  which  took  place  yester- 
day.”
